The 
season of the y*ar for tree- 
planting is rapidly approaching. 
The 
planting of trees is something th a t h a s 
been too long neglected by the A m e r ­ 
ican people. 
In fact, the effort has 
been to get rid of the timber with 
which n a tu re supplied u-; and we have 
destroyed it with such a prodigal hand 
tha t we are in a fair way to be in need 
of tim ber before we can grow a new 
crop. 
Every spot of ground th a t can 
support a troe should be planted with 
some kind t h ht os adopted to the soil 
and climatic conditions of the p arti­ 
cular locality and it should be protected 
from vandal destruction afterw ards. 


Information coming to the w riter is 
to the effect that nursery stock of all 
kinds, and especial y of peach trees, is 
scarce this fall and in all probability 
will be far short of th e d e m i n i . 
This 
is exceedingly unfortu nate a t this time. 
VV ith the splendid season now in the 
subsoil this is an ideal time for pla nt­ 
ing an orchard, and the man with an 
orchard site should not let a little ad­ 
vance in th e cost of nursery stock 
doter him from planting. 
Few things contribute more to the 
material support or bring more pleas 
ure to th e farm family than a good 
bearing orchard. 
Of course, not all 
fruits will grow in all climates; neith er 
do all farms have soil adapted to all 
the fruits th a t thrive in this im m ediate 
locality. 
But there are few if any 
farms so situated th it it is impossible 
to grow 9orne one or more varieties of 
fruits. 
A careful study of his soil, 
climate conditions and the fr lits g r o w ­ 
ing in his loc iiity will enable rn >st any 
man to select those varieties th at best 
promise to meet his needs and con- 
diticns. 


It is a rather sudden ch nge from a 
discussion o f so delicious a thing a. 
fruit to so (Jr f a subject as Cotton 
B it 
not all cotton is * d ; y " at this im m e ­ 
diate writing. 
Wherefore this sudden 
diversion and th a p somewhat discon­ 
n ect'd anim adversions. 
One cannot 
tr a v e l fa r that** days th r o u g h the c o t ­ 
ton growing sections of our S tate w ith ­ 
out remarking the utter abandon with 
J which our cotton is handled a f t e r it is 
I baled 
Ii can be seen by the thousand 
of bales—bales worth $290.00 anil b e t­ 
te r on the open m ark et- o u t in th e 
i open taking all sorts of w eather and 
not infrequently lying broadside in the 
mud. 


This is a condition th a t ought not to 
r be. 
It is a sad com m entary upon the 
th rift and intelligence of th e S o u th e rn 
farmer. 
W e say the “ f a r m e r " for, 
while your little stree t corner b u y er is 
the worst offender in this p irtie u ta r. 
the loss is ev en tu tlly passed back to 
and taxed on the farmer, 
for it is 
bought from hi n in 'he drat p a r e a' a 
margin to insure a g a in st an, lost that 
may accrue in this m anner. 
Every 
one, be he farm er or buy r. who is 
holding his cotton sh *u d see th a t it is 
sufficiently elevated from the yr* mid 
to prevent absorption of moisture, and 
t h a t it is | roper'y covered so as to pro 
♦ect it from rain. 
The s a fe s t place for 
it is in a well protected and insured 
bonded 
warehouse. 
It 
is 
passing 
strange th a t with labor so scarce and 
high and cotton so valuable, 
we will 
still permit it to rot out in the back 
vara.

Of course, not much can be given in 
a general way and within th * limits of 
the space of a farm journal th a t will 
et a lie a man to solve his sp e;irt: pro 
blems. 
These problems are as many 
as our differences in soil and climate 
and our numerous varieties of fruit- 
bearing p an'a. It can be safely stated, 
however, th a t orchards can on'y be 
successfully grown on soil where the 
perm an en t moisture level 
is within 
reach of the root of the trees. 


Many cost'y failures have resulted 
from efforts to grow orchards in mu -h 
of the western portion of our S ta te in 
defiance of this very elemental law of 
nature and where facilities for irriga 
tion are inadequate. 
As a rule, 
too, 
the beat orchards over the g re a te r 
part of our S ta te are situ lied on a 
northern slope or exposure. 
One of 
the most frequent causes of failure in 
the fruit crop, especially of peaches 
and 
plums, 
is the p re m a tu re blos­ 
soming of th e trees. If planted where 
they will be least susceptible to the 
warming influences of the sunshine in 
winter they will remain in a dormant 
sta te later in the spring and are, th e re ­ 
fore, less liable to be caught and d a m ­ 
aged by late freezes. 


Another source of waste on the farm 
is like unto th e one ju s t referre d to 
above. 
As f ne traverses the country 
n any direction, 
not only are plows 
ami cultivators often seen a t th e end 
of the last furrow they plowed, but 
often times expensive farm m achin ery 
left where last u^ed, there to ta k e the 
various changes of the w e a th e r alt u n ­ 
protected until needed for use again. 
Could one see the a g g r e g a t e figures of 
the loss thus caused they would s t a g g e r 
the comprehension. 
It is sufficient to m ike the business 
of the scrap iron or junk dealer more 
lucrative than the business of the f a r m ­ 
er. 
l f the machinery and im plem ents 
of the farm have n u been put up since 
their last use they should be g a t h e re d 
in out of the w eath er, sheltered, (Hied 
up, painted, and broken or worn p arts 
mended or renewed. 
Thus cared for 
they will .be ready for im m ediate use 
when their season re tu rn s and costly 
delays, from stopping to repair or re- j 
place broken and worn out p arts or j 
entire implements in the midst of the 
busy season, be avoided.

W hen the talk turns from politics to railroads, 
and the traveler with the cocksure air breaks 
in with, “There s an awful lot of ‘water’ in 
the railroads,” here are some hard-pan facts 
to give him:

If the scarcity of nursery stock has 
the effect of awakening a new interest 
in the grow ing of seedling trees, the 
writer is old-fashioned enough to be 
lieve that it will not have been w ith­ 
out beneficial effects. 
Some of the 
best fruits the writer ever saw cam e 
from seedling trees, and, as a m atter of 
fact, all o f our best grafted varieties 
cam e originally from seedlings. 
The 
effort to grow fruit from seed plant­ 
ings will necessarily mean many d is­ 
appointm ents. through the failure of 
seeds to reproduce in kind, but, on the 
whole, w e believe it will mean greater 
permanency to our home orchards if 
w e plant more seeds. 
Budding and grafting is a sim ple 
process and any 
farm er capable of 
grow ing a seedling tree can m ultiply 
the number of any desirable variety he 
may discover by graftin g or budding 
onto his native seedling stocks. 


It is alm ost heart-sickening to w it­ 
ness the neglect to which the home 
orchard on many of our farm s is s u b ­ 
jected. 
Live stock are perm itted to 
depredate on the trees, injuring the 
branches and trampling the soil around 
the roots. 
Dead and dying trees and 
branches are left to decay where they 
are, m aking an eve-sore o f what should 
be a beauty spot and affording breed­ 
ing places for numerous injurious in­ 
sects. 
And if cultivated at all the o r ­ 
chard is apt to be planted to som e 
money crop that w ill eventually rob the 


The excessive rainfall of the s u m m er 
and fall has injured much of our crops, 
and this is going to render seeds of all 
kinds t h a t are st und and of de.-drable 
quality for planting soiree and hard to 
find. Already th e ie is quite a scramble 
on for cotton seed and ju s t ordinary 
planting seeds have already sold for 
$150.00 per ton in c a r Iota. 
W h a t the 
fa r m e r will have to pay who defers his 
purchase 
until 
planting 
time n e x t 
spring is yet the m e re st conjecture — 
but it will doubtless b o a plenty. F a r m ­ 
ers having their own supp'y of p l a n t ­ 
ing seeds of any k i n d - c o t t o n or o th e r 
farm crops—should see to it t h a t they 
are properly cared for and kept in good 
sound condition until needed. 
Those 
who m u s t purchase their seeds should 
lose no time in buying. 
(The Southland Farmer, Dec. I, 1919.) 
There is alw ays 
much to do on the 
farm . 
But the w ise farm er knows 
that all work and no 
diversion 
is a s 
bad for the faim 
fam ily as all o n e - 
cropping and no diversification is bad 
for the land. 
Ju st 
as nature, when 
perm itted to do so, restores the lost 
fertility of over-worked soil so does 
the natural instinct o f the young peo­ 
ple on the farm lead them to seek the 
diversion 
their natures crave. 
But 
ju st as the intelligent fa r c e r knows 
that a w ise system o f crop rotation 
w ill restore the lost 
fertility to soil 
more readily than 
will nature alone 
when undirected, so does he know that 
well directed diversion 
will th e m ore 
readily and surely bring about a 
w ell­ 
balanced and w holesom e developm ent 
o f the social and moral natures o f the 
young people. 
Happy 
is the man or 
woman who is gifted with the faculty 
or rural social 
leadership; 
blessed is 
he who is morally worthy of such lead­ 
ership. 
And thrice blessed 
is 
that 
com m unity w h U i has in its m idst and 
am ong its citizenship such leaders.
